Amongat’ the passengers arrived by the 
Genkai Maru was H.E. the Chevalier De 
Hoffer-Hoffenfels, the newly appointed 
Austro-Hungarian Minister at the Courts 
of Peking and Yedo. H.E. will only stay 
a few days in Shanghai, residing at the 
Austro-Hungarian’ Consulate, and then pro- 
ceed to Peking to present his credentials at 
that Court. 2 

The Loudoun Castle is.still ashore (26th), 
and it is uncertain when she will be got 
afloat again, tho tides being dead noap, and 
the unlucky vessel went on the bank, as we 
aro informed, on the top of an unusually 
high tide. It is barely possible that, by 
taking all her cargo out, she may be dragged 
off; but pect men are of opinion that 
she will have to wait for higher, tides where 
she now lies, [On the 27th, tho steamer 
was again afloat. : 

The O.M. Co.’a str. Hankwang, which 
arrived last evening (26th) from Tientsin, 
bas, we are-informed, brought the news that 
the Pautah, belonging to the same Company, 
sunk in the Peiho river. We endeavored 
last night to obtain some particulars of the 
disaster, but were unable to do so. One 
statement is ‘to the effect that tho Pautah 
had to anchor, that the anchor becamo so 
fixed ia the mud that the finkes pointed 
upwards, and that as the tide fell the an- 
fortunate vessel ‘ sat upon” one of them, as 
it ip ‘termed, whereby a hole sufficiently 
large to sink her in a short time was made. 
Another story is to the effect that an old 
strain caused.one or moro of her plates to 
give way, and that she was sunk in that 
manner. There are also other. rumours 
about the. matter, but as to which of them 
ié correct, we do not commit: ourselves to 
say, though there seems no doubt the Pautah 
is not on the surface of the. water.—The 
Hankwang hereelf wont into the Old Dock 
for some reason, shortly after her arrival. 

We have been enabled to gather a fow 
additional particulars respecting the: acoid- 
ent to the Pautah.
